The New Time Card. 


The new time-card on the Wabash 


road, which went into effect on Sunday, 
seriously affects the interests of Decatur 
hotels and merchants, as night visitors 
to the city will be less numerous in 
future. The cannon-ball train from the 
east—Bement, Montioello and other points 
along the line of the road—used to bring 
many storekeepers to Decatitr in the even- 
ing; but as there is now no train return- 
ing east in the morning as heretofore, the 
visitors find it much less convenient to 
come here to make purchases and spend 
the night. The change is a bad move for 
Decatur in many respects, and we hope 
the railway management will find it to 
their interest to put on the discontinued 
trains as early as possible. The passenger 
trains going east to Chicago and Toledo 
now leave Decatur at 11:40 a. m. to Chi- 
cago and ll:59a. m. to Toledo; at night 
11:15 to Chicago and 11:40 to Toledo. 
Going west the first train out is at 3:40 
R. m. over the main line and to'St. Louis; 
the next the Decatur accommodation at 
6:55 a. m. to Jacksonville, returning to 
Deoatur at 7 p. m. The afternoon trains 
west on the main line and to St. Louis 
leave at 3:45, as heretofore.

Each berry was nearly as large as 
a walnut, and all wera delicious. Three 
of the boxes were presented the REPUBLI- 
CAN and we can truthfully say the berries 
were the finest we ever ate. Mr. Bone- 
ham does not produce strawberries for 
the market. He has plants of the above 
varieties for sale, and is ready to furnish 
them in any quantity. 


THE HIGH-LICENSE BILL,. 


The Question Locally Considered—Deca- j 


tur Satisfied. 


As is well known, the House has passed 


the Harper high-license bill by a vote of 
79 to 55, just 18 members not being pres- 
ent to vote. The Democrats, with a few 
exceptions, were the earnest champions of 
the low-license fight against the measure 
which will soon become a law, as it will 
surely pass the Senate. This high-license 
bill fixes whisky license at not less than 
$500, and beer license at 8150, with pen- 
alties for the beer venders who offer to 
sell whisky. This is a uniform measure 
that applies to all parts of the state, the 
country as well as the cities and villages, 
but the local option law permits the rul- 
ing powers of cities and villages to raise 
the license above these figures as high as 
they may choose, or to enact prohibition 
if they desire. 


TN DEOATUB 


tho adoption of the bill is generally re- 
ceived with favor by not only prohibi- 
tionists but liberal men and the more 
responsible saloon-keepers as well. The 
license in Deoatnr has been "high"—8500 
—for nearly 10 years, and dealers here are 
not affected by the measure; but in 
Springfield, Chicago and the larger cities 
there will be a rumpus of some magni- 
tude, because many of the small rum 
holes will have to close up. The effect of 
the bill will be to weed out irresponsible 
nud reckless dealers and place tho busi- 
ness in the hands of men who will en- 
deavor to obey the lawa, and if they fail, 
will not skulk away, but stand their 
ground and pay the penalties inflicted 
whatever they may be. Our people gen- 
erally commend the measure and state 
that it is a step in the right direction, Of 
course any city, town or village, that 
wishes to elevate the license to 81,000, 
52,000, or any sum above S500, can do 
so, but they cannot make the license 
Igwer than $500.

Decatur is a progressive city in many 


noticeable respects. She keeps abreast 
with the times in every enterprise that 
goes to make up a live, energetic town. 
And now our beautiful city is to be fur- 
ther ornamented and beautified by a 
handsome city residence or "swell front" 
residence block on the west side of Water 
street, between St, John's church and K. 
H. Koby's residence. The brick block 
will be three stories high, including the 
basement, and will cost about 820,000. It 
will be built this summer, the present oc- 
cupants of the ground having been noti- 
fied to vacate at once. 


The plans for the new metropolitan 


dwelling, which will ,^mbrace five sepa- 
rate residences, were drawn by Mr. M, G, 
Patterson, the architect. The block will 
have a frontage on Water street of 103 
feet, and will be 40 feet deep. The first 
iloor of the block will rise four feet above 
the lawn, and each of the separate five 
entrances will bo reached by means of 
marble stoops, beneath which will be the 
entrances to the basements. Each base- 
ment will contain a dining room 12-6x16, 
a kitchen 10-6x14-6, a girl's room and 
pantry, also a hall extending from the 
front stoop to the rear of the block, into 
which provisions for the family may be 
brought. Tho first iloor will embrace a 
front parlor, 12-6x17, a rear parlor, 11-Gx- 
16-6, and an alcove library oil' the back 
parlor, 66x11; also a vestibule and hall, 
7x22. On the second floor, reached by 
means ot a wide stairway, there will bo a 
family chamber 12x13-6, and an alcove 
7x8; 
a rear chamber 11-9x14; n hall 


chamber 7x10; bath room with modern 
conveniences 6x7-6, and two closets for 
chambers each 3x5. Over each entrance 
will appear a pretty balcony, and the oc- 
tagonal three story swell front bay win- 
dows, with the freer stono or galvanized 
iron ornamentations will give the block 
the appearance of many of the Chicngo 
residence blocks. 
The block will be 


heated by portable furnaces placed in 
each residence, and there will be mantels 
and grates placed in the parlors aud diu- 
ing rooms. The entire block will be sup- 
plied with hot and cold water, and will 
have all the modern conveniences. The 
wide side walk in front of the block and 
the approaches to the graceful stoops will 
be built of colored freer stone, and iron 
fences will divide each lawn, while at the 
rear the lots will be divided by high board 
fences. The block will have a flat roof. 


As stated there will be five separate 


dwellings in the block. One will be 
owned and occupied by Mr. C. C. Clark 
and family; another by Mr. M. (jr. Patter- 
son and family; two of the residences will 
be the property of Mr. L. Burrows, and 
the fifth will be owned by his son Mr. L, 
L. Burrows. 


The block will be erected under the di- 


rection of Mr. Patterson.

The Duke of Albany and Canada. 


Mr. Gladstone has snubbed the 


Duke of Albany, and, of course, his 
oyal mother. Leopold had seen his 
jrother-in-law, the Marquis of Lome, 
win golden laurels in the field of di- 
>lomacy, and as he had governed 
3anada very creditably and was re- 
lalled, probably to be made a peer 
and the Viceroy of India, Leopold 
bought he might be permitted to 
ry his hand in governing some of 
ris mother's colonies, which, by the 
way, do not amount to very much, 
le had talked it over with his moth- 
er, and she had concluded to let him 
jo to Ottawa, provided Mr. Glad- 
stone, who is really the Queen of 
Great Britain, said he might. But 
;he premier gave a very decided no 
;o the petition of the Duke, that has 
lad the double effect of cooling that 
prince's ardor and correspondingly 
.eating the blue blood of the tones. 
Hr. Gladstone thought the prince too 
foung to govern the Dominion of 
!anada, and had had too little ex- 
perience in diplomatic matters to 
iako hold oi so turbulent a mass of 
people as the Canucks. That eet- 
;led it. Leopold -will stay at home 
and be supported in idleness from 
the royal treasury. We fancy Mr. 
Gladstone had other reasons than 
the verdancy of the prince for his de- 
cision. Leopld is only a few years 
the junior of Lome. 
He was born 


in 1853, and is now 30, which is about 
the age of Lome when he was ga- 
zetted governor general of Canada. 
Beside this the prince is said, more, 
than any of his brothers, to inherit 
his father's natural ability and tact 
in diplomatic affairs. 
He has had as 


much experience as Lome when he 
was appointed, for he had none. 
But Gladstone saw that to foist the 
Duke of Albany on Canada was es- 
tablishing a bad ^precedent. There 
are other sons and other colonies. 
I£ Leopold had been given Canada, 
Alfred might have asked for India, 
and Arthur for Ireland, and it was 
best to nip tho desire for power on 
the part of the princes ia the bud. 
They might become so fascinated 
with their vice-regal powers as to set 
up little kingdoms on their own ac- 
count in their respective bailiwicks, 
and this idea could not be tolerated. 
So Leopold and his spouse, the Prin- 
cess Helena, of Waldeck, can go 
right on with their housekeeping in 
London, while he sighs that he was 
not born in Ohio.

PEOPLE living in those portions of 


the country that are liable to visita- 
tions of cyclones, tornadoes, and 
such like destructive freaks of the 
wind are casting about for some 
means of being forewarned and fore- 
armed against them. The New York 
Herald makes the very sensible sug- 
gestion that every town in the tor- 
nado districts ought to be provided 
with a glycerine barometer. 
The 


instrument consists of a copper cis- 
tern about the size of an ordinary 
water pail. To this is joined a com- 
position metal tube rising about 24 
feet, and furnished at the top with a 
gun-metal socket, into which is ce- 
mented a glass tube four feet long 
and one inch diameter. The tube is 
filled with glycerine, colored red with 
aniline, and the variations of the air 
pressure are shown by variations in 
the height of the glycerine in the 
tubs exactly as ordinary barometers. 
The particular advantage of this in- 
strument over the mercurial barom- 
eter is in its greater sensitiveness to 
variations of air pressure and the 
ease with which the changes may be 
noted, for this one gives inches 
wheru the mercurial gives tenths of 
a degree. There is little doubt that 
an instrument of this kind would be 
of great use in indicffting the atmos- 
pheric conditions favoring tornadoes 
several hours, and 
sometimes a 


whole day, in advance of its arrival.

THE LETTER CARRIER SYSTEM. 


A Brief Chat with Postmaster Lytle 


About the New Wrinkle. 


35 Applicants for Appointment. 


The work of properly marking th> 


streets and numbering the business hous 
ee and private dwellings, under the ordi 
nance adopted by the council Wednesda 
night, which appears in another column 
of this issue, is progressing rapidly, ani 
no doubt all the requirements of the gov 
eminent will be fulfilled early in July, B 
that Decatur may have the 


FREE DELIVEBY MAIL SYSTEM 


in full operation by July 20tb, cer 
tainly not later than August 1st 


In order to secure some explanatory 


points about the system of delivering 
mail matter a REPUBLICAN reporter inter 
viewed Postmaster Lytle yesterday. Th 
Captain stated that as soon as the house 
are properly numbered and he is ootifiec 
of the fact officially by the city author! 
ties, he would at once report eaid fact ti 
the government officials at Washington 
Then will come the consignment of sup 
plies, such as lamp post letter boxes, bag 
for the carriers, etc.and the boxes will havi 
to be fixed up under the direction of thi 
postmaster, Everything will then be in 
readiness for the delivery of letters b 
any part of the city. 


But five letter carriers wiD first have tc 


be appointed. 
Captain Lytle has receiv 


ed no lees than 35 applications from 
young men for the positions, which ar 
looked upon as "fat takes." The Captain 
will be called upon by the government U 
recommend the appointment of five suil 
able persons between the ages of 21 an' 
35 years to serve their country as mail car 
riers, and whoever the postmaster names 
will of course be appointed. The appli 
cants, no doubt, have an idea that the po 
sition of mail carrier is a "soft thing, 
but the appointees will find that their lo 
will not be a happy one by any means 
Each of the carriers will receive 850 
month, or 8600 a year, and at the outse 
they will be required to purchase a regu 
lation uniform of a gray eolor,ornamentei 
with brass buttons; these suits they will b 
compelled to wear every hour they are on 
duty. They will be required to report fo 
work at the postofflce early every morn 
ing, and remain there when not out deliv 
ering letters until the last mail receivei 
is properly disposed of. They will be on 
duty every day not less than ]2 hours 
and they may be kept at work as late a 
14 hourp, or longer. It is expected tha 
there will be at the beginning but one de 
livery of mail matter a day in the resi 
dence part of the city, but in the business 
part there will be three or more, Afte 
the routes have been gone over the carri 
ers will return at once to the poetoffio 
and stay there at their posts, ready to 
hand out such mail matter as may bi 
called for by parties living within thei: 
respective districts. And then, again, thi 
carriers will be compelled to make tripi 
in all sorts of weather, in the burning 
heat of summer and in the freezing col 
of winter, and of course each carrier wil 
be expected to get around like a streak o 
lightning, for if he doesn't, there will be 
many and loud complaints that ma; 
mean "cut off his official head." 
One o 


the five young men will be chosen head 
mail carrier, and he will probably receive 
a little more than 350 a month. 


THE SUNDAY DELTVBBT. 


There will be no Sunday delivery o: 


mail matter except at the postoffice,where 
the carriers will be in attendance at their 
stations while the office is open, ready to 
deliver aiail to persons living on the sep- 
arate routes. There will be a rearrange- 
ment of the postoffice boxes. 
The boxes 


on the east side will be taken out, anc 
that side arranged for the carriers, where 
they will be found when not collecting or 
delivering mail. The lock boxes on the 
east side will be placed on the west side. 


In the business part of the city there 


will be several collections daily, and in 
the residence portion of the city an early 
and late collection of mail will be taken 
up in time to catch all out-going trains. 


The effect of the carrier system will be 


to lessen the number of box renters, but 
it will not decrease the clerical force in 
the office. 
The general delivery and box 


clerks will have their work lightened con- 
siderably, but there will be no decrease in 
the corps of clerks.

A TOKNADO TOPIC. 


How to Act In Tlmea of Cyclones—Time- 


ly Hints. 


Maeon county's recent experience in 


the cyclone line lias awakened a lively 
interest in tornado demonstration, until 
the least blow of any consequence sets 
the nervous to "shaking in their boots" 
and fearing the worst. The following 
timely hints are not amiss, and we print 
them for the benefit of those who insist 
that Decatur-will surely receive a cyclonic 
dose ere long, though she has fortunately 
escaped such a calamity thus far; 


HOW TO ACT. 


Sergeant John P. Pinley, signal service 


officer at Kansas City, Mo., has published 
in a pamphlet on tornadoes some useful 
directions concerning the course to be 
;aken to escape the dangers of theserter- 
rible forces. The inhabitant of a tornado 
Irequented district must be watchful in 
ihe season of visitations, for he can never 
Know when the destruction will come 
upon him. On the first sign of the ap- 
proaching vortex he must run, always to 
;he north, unless by going in that direc- 
;ion he will have to cross the entire path 
of the storm. If be is nearer to the south- 
ern edge than to the centre of the proba- 
Dle path, he may go south, bearing slight- 
y to the east; but in no event should he 
ever run directly to the east or northeast. 
It is impossible to save any building that 
may lie iu the path of the tornado, or 
any property that cannot be got out of 
its way. No material, no method of con- 
struction, can be competent to resist the 
raging destruction. Nothing rising above 
the ground can escape it. The most 
practicable method of precaution ia to 
construct a "dug-out" at some suitable 
point, within easy distance from the 
tiouse, to serve as a place of retuge or 
shelter. The retreat should bo entirely 
underground with a roof at least three 
'eet thick not rising above the surface of 
the eartu, and entered from the northern 
or eastern side. A "cellar-cave" may be 
lonstructed from the cellar, if the house 
Lias one, to serve as n substitute for the 
dug-out. It should be excavated from 
the-nest wall of the cellar toward the 
west, and should be made as secure and 
complete as the dug-out. If, however, 
the storm«cannot be escaped, and no ref- 
uge is at hand, or there is no time to get 
to it, the safest 
thing to do is to 


place one's self against the west wall of 
the cellar, face forward, or against the 
south wall, as near the southwest corner 
as possible. The northeast corner is in 
any case a fatal position and should al- 
ways be avoided. If one is actually over- 
taken by the tornado, his only rescue is 
to cast himself face downward upon the 
ground, with his head to the east and 
arms thrown over the head to protect it. 
If a stump or large stone, or anything 
beavy that the wind will not blow over, 
is near, he may get a trifle of protection 
by throwing himself to the eastward of 
it. If in a house with no cellar, he should 
?et into the west room, on the ground 
:loor it possible, and away from all stoves 
and heavy furniture. 


The people of towos might find it to 


;beir advantage to provide for haviag a 
watch, to be on duty on all days when 
;be air bears premonitory symptoms o£ a 
violent windstorm to give a signal to the 
)opulation on the appearance of the first 
eal threatening signs. The signs of the 
ormation and approach of a tornado 
Joud are distinct and sufficiently sug- 
gestive to afford opportunity for timely 
incl concerted action. Sergeant Finley 
3 continuing his investigation o£ the 
phenomena of tornadoes, and he has pre- 
jared three full schedules of minute in- 
quiries calling for the facts attendant 
ipon the appearance of the storms, which 
le sends to persons who were within the 
jath of one, who were on the outer ecleo 
of the path, and who were from 10 to 100 
miles from it.

It is evident that the country IB 


prepared to conclude, if it has not 
already concluded, that on the whole 
the administration of President Ar- 
thur is one which does credit both to 
the President and to the Republic. 
Undoubtedly President Arthur has 
made some mistakes. He is only hu- 
man. 
If there be a man in the Uni- 


ted States who can give assurance 
that he could exercise the Praeiden- 
tial office without making mistakes 
he should lose no time in presenting 
himself. If he can give good and 
sufficient security for hia assurance, 
neither political party need go to the 
trouble of holding nominating con- 
ventions. Such a man would have 
his calling and election sure. But 
there is no such man. 


The circumstances under which 


President Arthur assumed executive 
duties were so exceptional as to make 
the task before him an exceedingly 
delicate and difficult one. He had 
need to exercise great circumspec- 
tion; for at that time political pas- 
sion and partisan rancor ran higb. 
A great many were eager to believe 
all manner of ill of him, and ready 
to predict that his administration 
would be fraught with evil; and they 
were only too desirous that the event 
might justify the prediction. But it 
has not. It is needless to recall the 
brutal attacks that were made upon 
him by a certain class of "reforma- 
tory" organs, whoso barbarous as- 
saults the public would not now tol- 
erate, because it has been seen that 
they were UDJustitiable'and infamous. 
It has been seen that the President 
is, after all, an able, prudent and 
conscientious man. 


AVithin a year tho attitude of the 


press toward the President has been 
greatly modified throughout the en- 
tire country. Papers that in the 
outset of his administration were 
disposed rather to cavil than to 
praise, are now candid enough to ac- 
knowledge that there has not been 
much ground for caviling. Among 
others the Boston Journal says this: 
'President Arthur was never more 
popular than he is to-day. He has 
many rare qualifications for execu- 
tive duties, but the strength of his 
administration and the respect which 
is paid to him by leading men of all 
parties can be attributed mainly to 
the fact that he is not seeking a con- 
tinuance of Presidential honors." 
The Baltimore American declares 
that "he is the President who has 
done most to give vitality to civil 
service reform ideas. He commend- 
ed it in his message, as his prede- 
cessor had done, but he did more. 
He has applied their principles in 
iases where his own personal feel- 
ngs might have lured him to a con- 
trary course."

C'arev, followed 
by the chemical engines and lire dcpiut- 
ment, dashed through thcstrects on their 
way to the shaft, followed by largo number, 
of the people.
